The Chairman (Mr. J. J. are ap crt dis- 
trict justices are not absolute responsible 
to the Minister for Justice. 

Mr.. Rice— Yes, but the Minister can take 
steps to get rid of him if he is not quite 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Rice went on to say that wine licences 
should be entirely abolished. 

The Chairman—I entirely agree 

EXTENT OF CLUB'S TRADE. 

Dealing with the question of clubs, counsel 
pointed out that these organisations were 
eni.tled to remain open for mine hours on 
Sundays. He 
a club which showed that the recei E for 
drink alone last year were £13,330 Od. 
They had no quarrel with proper! ator Aer 
clubs, but they suggested that if there was 
to be a reduction in the number of licensed 
houses some system should be devised to 
prevent clubs springing up in their. place, 
as had happened in E gland. 

Mr. Martin O’Byrne,. Secretary of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and. Vintners’ Association, 
gave evidence. He said that if a reduction 
of licences were decided upon provision should 
be made for equitable compensation by the 
State, but what was happening in England, 
Wales and Northern Ireland could not be 
justly quoted os — for comparison with 
the Free State. to 1904 a licence in 
England and Wales hel no security beyond 
the year for which it was issued, and, again, 
over 90 per cent. of the licensed houses on 
the other side were owned by brewers. In 
Ireland 4 licence was 4 legal vested interest. 
In England, though compensation was levied 
on the remaining licensees, it was really a 
case of the brewer transferring the money 
from one pocket to the other. 

THE ENDORSEMENT CLAUSE. 

Dealing with the Free State Intoxicating 
Liquor Act of last year, Mr. O'Byrne said 
that it was: the considered opinion of the 
trade that the endorsements of licences sec- 
tion of the Act should be repealed. They 
were convinced that if it remained long in 
operation there would de little n for 
considering the question of compensati as 
its literal and systematic application would 
confiscate thousands of licences, The Act 
left a respectable citizen at the mercy of an 
arbitrary system, whether he was personally 
guilty of an offence or not. ve trade re- 
comnmended the restoration to the justices of 
discretionary power in relation to endorsable 
offences. 

The trade also asked for the abolition of 
retail “off” wine licences, which were a 
menace to public morality and order. They 
urged further the opening of all licensed 
houses for three hours on Sundays. That, 
they believed, would remove the temptation 
w uch restriction fostered. 
bs made for the genuine -bona-fide traveller, 
for they had now a dangerous 
swopping of populations by _ villages 

and districts which caused a greater 
consumption of dy nk than would take place 
under normal conditions. 

GROWTH OF CLUBS. 

Referring to. the position of clubs, Mr 
O'Byrne said that in 1918 there were only a 
score of registered clubs.in Dublin. There 
were now or. 60, and the operations of 
these establishments were of an obtrusive 
character. The licensed house was. blamed 
for all the evils of drink. They had no, de- 
sire to blame the genuine club, but a la 
share of the drunkenness was tra ‘eable to the 
facility with which drink could be procured 
in any of these recently established places. 

Mixed trading, he went on, was mate 
necessary by economic conditions. Of “the 
13,000 licensed premises in the Free State, 
11,000 carried on mixed trading, and, pend- 
ing the disposal of the question of the al- 
leged redundant licences, he put it that to 
go into the matter was premature.

INSPECTION OF GROWING CROPS 


The Department of Lands and Agriculture 
announce that they are prepared to inspect in 
the field growing créps of potatoes, and to 
issue Certificates of Purity in respect of such 
crops as are found to be true to name, free 
from admixtures ('' rogues “) and otherwise 
satisfactory. Varieties immune to black scab 
disease, and some of the principal nort-immune 
kinds, will be inspected. — Growers having 
these varieties should send a post-card (which 
need no the stamped) to the Department for 
particulars. 

Potatoe. crops affected with certain serious 
leaf diseases are now of rather frequent occur- 
rence. Tubers from such crops, although ap- 
parently sound, will, if planted, reproduce 
the disease and give poor yields. For this 
reason the selection of seed which is the pro- 
duce of healthy crops is of great importanee. 
Crops. which are seriously affected with the 
disease in question will not. be certified by 
the Department. 

Conditions in many parts of the Irish Free 
State are admirably suited for the production 
of seed potatoes, and if proper methods. are 
followed large quantities of seed should be 
available for the home trade and for export. 
The development of a successful seed trade os 
volyes the planting of EN and. yp 
stocks, and the placing on 
which is true to name, and caref “ná 
according to market needs. Neglect of these 
requirements by potato-gréwers has sadly re- 
etricted the de

Northern Problems. 

There is a serious revival of religious 
controversy in Northern Ireland—not} as 
of yore, between Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, but between the Protestant 
Churches aad the Northern Government. 
To: these. Churches, as the Reverend 
William Corkey~ said yesterday in the 
Presbytevian ‘General -Assembly, the new 
situation comes as “a bitter disappoint- 
ment,"’ Th-y were in revolt from the outset 
against the Education Act of 1923, which 
restricted; if it did not abolish, the freedom 
} of “religious teaching in. tke’ primary 
schodls. The revolt reached such menac- 
ing proportions a few months ago that the 
Government. took alarm and; under the 
shadow of a general election, 
and passed an amending bill. As a bill 
| tlis measure propitiated the Churches ; 
as an act they find it a Dead Sea 
apple. They had believed confidently: 
that- they had carried their main 
point—the freedom of Bible-teaching 
hb; the staffs of transferred schools, in 
accordance with programmes formulated by 
the Churches tfemselves. Now, it appears, 
the Northern Ministry of Education takes 
an entirely different view; in effect, the 
awending act amends nothing at all. The 
Ministry insists that it is still forbidden 
to make the desired concessions by Section 
5 of the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
which prohibits the use of public money 
berg the furtherance of any religious beliefs. 
"The answer of the Churches is twofold. 
In the first place, they challenge the 
Ministry's interpretation of the law and 
have armed themselves with the support 
of counsel's opinion. In the next place, 
they argue that the Ministry actually is 
financing denominational teaching in the 
case of a Roman Catholic training school.

We 
may hope that, by the time when each 
finds leisure to look over the other's hedge, 
both gardens will be orderly arcs of 
trait and flowers. 


- The Beet Sugar Bill. 

The second reading of the Free State 
Government’s Beet Sugar (Subsidy) Bill 
began in Dail Eireann yesterday, when- 
the principal clauses oí the measure were 
explained by the Minister’ for Finance. 
Thie possibilities of the éstablishment of a 
beet sugar industry in Ireland have: been 
canvassed for many years, but now the 
‘Free State Government is determined 
to “get things done.” It. proposes, 
as soon as the present Bill has 
become law, to enter into an arrangement 
with a Belgian group, headed by a certain 
M. Lippens, to build a factory without 
further delay. Naturally enough, M. 
‘Lippens, who is a man of affairs, does not 
intend to establish a new industry in the 
Free State without substantial rewards. 
He has insisted on a Government subsidy 
for the space of ten years, and, so far as 
we can judge from the terms of the Bill, 
he has driven a hard bargain with the 
Government. The subsidy works out at 
25s. per hundredweight for the sugar that 
is produced from Irish-grown beet. Of 
course, the price may be such in later 
years as to yield a handsome profit, but 
the Government is committed to an ex- 
penditure of £441,000 for the first three 
years, and may be forced to spend as much 
as £2,000,000 before the experimental 
period of ten years has come to án end. 
Foreign workers must be imported at a 
heavy cost; there will be an extremely 
heavy coal lull—Mr. Blythe declares that 
in England the cost of coal amounts to 
fifty per cent. of the total cost of pro- 
duction—and, as the Minister admits quite 
frankly, the experiment may not be a com- 
plete success. The factory will have an 
ultimate capacity of 15,000 tons of sugar 
per year. It will encourage the tillage of 
thousands of acres of land throughout the 
country, and it will prove to be a great 
boon to the farmer in the slack seasons of 
the year. If Labour is reasonable, says 
Mr. Blythe, and if the psychology of the 
farmer rises to the occasion, all will be 
well. 

We are in full with the 
Government's desire to give the experiment 
a chance. Sugar beet yields a very lucra- 
tive harvest ;-it helps the farmer td pto- 
duce valuable subsidiary crops; and; of 
course, a well conducted. industry would. 
give a great deal of employment. In the 
circumstances, however, we are inclined to 
think that the Government has acted with 
unnecessary, and even undesirable, haste. 
It has made .its.preliminary agreements 
with M. Lippens without having consulted 
Dail Éireann. in. any way. .We under- 
stand that a number of other firms was 
anxious to start factories, and that some 
of them were willing to accept a lower 


agreement 


has insisted. Surely the national Parlia- 
ment ought to have known something about 
the details of this important project before 
any definite commitments were undertaken 
by the Executive. Council. The passage 
of the Government’s Bill through the Dasl 
is assured, by virtue of the automatic 
majority of the Cumann na nGaedheal; 
but, in a matter involving the possible ex- 
penditure of £2,000,000 of public money, 
Parliament ought not to be treated as a 
mere registration office for executive 
decrees. M. Lippens may be the best 
manufacturer of beet sugar in Europe; 
his terms may be the most reasonable that 
could have been obtained ; but we have no 
precise information on the subject. All 
that we know is the fact that the Govern- 
ment has granted a monopoly, and that the 
seeking of Parliamentary sanction for its 
action is purely.a matter of form. In its 
altogether praiseworthy zeal for progress 
we fear that the Government is inclined 
to assume powers that no democratic 
Administration ought to possess. The 
lamentable standard of opposition in the 
Dail—with the exception of.a few out- 
standing individuals—may furnish an 
excuse for this high-handedness; but 
Ministers should remember that they are 
providing precedents for future Govern- 
ments.

Weeds. 


‘The farmer whose indolence allows weeds 
to flourish unchecked upon his lands 
is a public enemy. In seeding time the 
thistle-down sails over his hedges and is 
‘wafted by the wind far and wide over the 
lands of his more industrious neighbours, 
there to alight and strike root and to 
burden them with fresh toils. The Weeds 
Act, where adopted, compels occupiers of 
I-nd to ‘Yoot out noxious weeds, and those 
counties’ in which adVantage “has been 
taken of the Act offer to even the casual 
e, 2 a singular contrast with those in which 
the multiplication of weeds continues un- 
checked. This year the Free State De 
partment of ‘Agriculture declares its inten- 
tion to exercise the full powers of the law 
to compel obedience to the provisions of 
the Weeds Act where its provisions have 
been adoptéd. This decision is praise- 
worthy. We doubt not that the Depart- 
‘ment will effect a large improvement in 
many areas which have fallen behind 
during the past few years of disorder. 
Inspectors' will be sent through the 
counties concerned, and occupiers who 
neglect to+destroy thistle, ragweed and 
dock, when warned to do so, will be subject 
to stiff fines. Mr. Hogan; the Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, is zealous and 
progressive, and we should Jike to see him 
enforce a general adoption throughout the 
country of the provisions of the Weeds 
Act. The entire farming industry needs 
to be braced for the effort to uproot the 
traces of slovenliness in order to equip 
itself for the competition which has now 
to be faced. 


OSTEOPATHY. 


SHOULD IT BE RECOGNISED? 

The Minister of Health (Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain) yesterday received a deputation 
from the British Osteopathic Association, in- 
troduced by Sir Henry Foster, which asked 
that the practice of ‘Osteopathy should be 
recognised in England as it is in the United 
States, if necessary by legislation. 

The Minister said that the point. for him 
was whether osteopathy had advanced far 
enough to warrant the proposed legislation. 
There was nothing at present to prevent the 
establishment of colleges, and legislation was 
only required to provide for the. Boinn and 
registration of practising osteopaths, puttin 
Osteopathy in this respect on the same oat 
as medicine or dentistry. There was no 
clearly defined distinction between doctors 
and osteopaths, and he required further in- 
formation as to the standard that was con- 
templated. He asked that further details of 
legislation in the United States of America 
and Canada should be sent to him. He 
could not go further on the present occasion 
than to promise the subject his most careful 
consideration.

Interest was quickened when the report on 
gus education waa presented, and the 

ouse rapidly: filled. “The report was sub- 
mitted by the Rev. W. Corkey and the Rev. 
J. Strahan, and they were followed by the 
Rev. W. P. Hall and the Rev. C. Hunter. 
Their speeches were severely critical of the 
Northern Government’s administration of the 
Education Act of 1923 and the Amending 
Act of 1925, and there was some very plain 
speaking. 

It was hoped that the Amending Act would 
end the controversy over religious teaching 
in the elementary schools in the Six Counties 
but dissatisfaction continues. It j is now stated 
that the Education Department is, in effect, 
rendering the Amending Act void by ad- 
ministrative | regulations. 


The Protestant Churches é to have 
a Cr instruction, and especially Bible 
teaching, given in the elementary schools by 
the teaching staff, on a programme to be 
approved by the Churches, or others, who 
transfer their schools to the suthorit 
The Ministry, however, appears to be 
antagonistic to this demand. Even under 
the Amending Act it appears to resist the re- 
Nora of the Churches, and it has taken 

e line that Section 5 of the Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920 does not allow education 
authorities to apply public moneys to the 
teaching of any particular religious belief, or 
take cognisance of the religious persuasion of 
teachers in their schools. 

On the other hand, the Protestant 
Churches point out that already the Ministry 
1as sanctioned the payment of moneys to the 
Northern Roman Catholic Trainin "College. 
The Churches have obtained counsel opinion 
on the position taken by the Ministry of 
Education, and Fea judgment is that Section 
5 of the 1920 “does not deal with ad- 
ministration, bat with the laws which might 
be made by the Northern Parliament.” 
Counsel further declares that ‘since the 
passing of the Amending Act there is not 
anything to prevent the education authority 
from providing —— instruction in trans- 
ferred schools, or from having regard to the 


teachers.” 

What the final outcome of the controversy 
will be is not yet evident. In the meantime, 
managers of schools are advised not to 
transfer their schools to the authority until 
the situation is clear. It was stated yesterday 
that the Ministry of Education is now in 
negotiation ‘with the representatives of the 

urches.

AS ma both Dr. MacCormack, 
the holder of the title, and Captain 
Martin defeated ix. the third round of the 
Irish Close Golf Championship at Port- 
marnock yesterday, I reflected on the fact 
that there is no game fnto which un- 


certainty enters more than golf. 


Any odds in reason would have been 
laid about Captain Martin and the holder 
of the title, Dr. MacCormack, reaching the 
final; but they have now disappeared from 
the contest, the holder being beaten by 
Mr. L. E. Werner, while the Portrush 
player was forced to capitulate to the 
veteran, Mr. H. M. Cairnes, who won the 
title as far back. as 1907. 

The result of these games leaves the 
contest in a much more open state than 
it would have beer had the two cracks 
survived. And, after all, it is a good thing 
to see the big prizes of Irish golf going 
round. 

In my opinion, Mr. Cairnes is quite 
capable of playing golf good enough to 
beat any of the other seven survivors. My 
only doubt is whether a man of his years 
(he is well over fifty, I was told) is 
physically fitted te last out six rounds of 
this very tiring course; even although he 
knows ‘every blade of grass.”’ 

For that reason I feel inclined to think 
that we will on this occasion witness a 
Portrush final, and that th: winner will 
be either Mr. Waddell or Mr. Roy McCon- 
nell. 

The former is a Scotsman, who is said 
to have had a handicap of plus 4 at St. 
Andrews. A very fine golfer, he hits a 
tremendous tee shot, and plays all the 
other shots like a real artist, and but for 
the loss of the sight of an eye in the Great 
War he world, no doubt, have improved 
even more since he took up the duties of 
secretary to the Royal Portrush Club. 

If he and the Queen’s University player 
should meet in the final to-morrow, it 
should be a fine match; for the young 
medical student is.a polished golfer, of 
whom a great deal is expected in the 
future.

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 

It was necessary for the local municipal 
authorities to guard the International 
Mixed Court with two armoured cars and 
mounted machine-guns, as well as a cordon 
of police and volunteers, during the hear- 
ing of the charges against the Chinese ar- 
rested during the week for connection with 
the rioting and inciting since the beginning 
of the strike. 

Only twenty-three of the forty-six who 
had been released on bail turned up; the 
remainder forfeited their bail, which 
ranged from a pound to twenty pounds. 
The chief witness for the -prosecution was 
Mr. Harry Westnidge, an English mis- 
sionary, belonging to the China Inland 
Mission, who was present and saw the 
shooting of May 30. 

Mr. ——— testified that, in his opinion, 
the shooting by the police was necessary, 
otherwise the mob would have overpowered 
the entire police station, looted the Nanking 
road—the principal business street in Shang- 
hai—and possibly created a reign of terror 
throughout the entire city. 

He stated that the riot started with two 
hundred students, but that it quickly swelled 
to more than two thousand, all traffic in the 
area being rapidly blocked. 

The Municipal Prosecutor, Mr. Maitland, 
in opening the case, said that. the whole 
rioting situation was due to Bolshevik influ- 
ence u Chinese students. He declared 
that the disorder started from the Shanghai 
University, the local hotbed of Communism, 
which has now been definitely proved to 
have been partly financed from. Moscow. 

The most sensational testimony was given 
by the Chinese doctor, H.’C. Chen, of the 

unicipal Police Hospitai. He emphatically 
stated that all cases, with the exception of 
one, which were taken to tho hospital, were 
found to be shot in the front of the body, 
and not im the back as the strike promoters 
have declared. 

Although the strike situation 1s not so 
serious to-day, with thousands of the em- 
ployees of cotton mills returning to work, » 
serious shipping situation is produced by the 
walk-out of more than three thousand 
labourers, resulting in the tieing up of river 
and coastal shipping. This has not as yet, 
however, affected ocean shipping. The har- 
bour is congested with ships unable to obtain 
cargoes, owing to the commonly expressed 
fear that all ocean shipping will be affected 
within the next day or so. 

The Consular officials are still apprehensive 
regarding the situation, which is threatening 
the foreignets living in the interior, 

The Asiatic Petroleum Co. has been forced 
to withdraw all its agents from. North China 
to Tientsín, and the possibility exists that the 
American Missions may adopt the same pro- 
cedure if the situation geis worse.

SUPPORT FOR BRITISH 
OFFICIALS. 


OFFICIAL. STATEMENT. 
_ Mr. Pethick Lawrence and Mr. Trevelyan, 
in the House of Commons yesterday, asked 
for information in regard to the Chinese 
troubles. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill said that it was obvious 
that the international authorities on the spot 
were faced by sudden and imminent danger to 
life and property, and could not wait to 
obtain instructions from their Governments 
before taking the necessary steps to restore 
law and order. He was still awaiting 
detailed information in regard to the first 
collision between the students and the police, 
but it appeared that the first volley was fired 
by the students when there were cries of 
‘ Kill the foreigners.” He deeply regretted 
that this attack, on the part of the forces 
of disorder, had been conducted under the 
screen of misguided students. The British 
Consul-General at Shanghai was in agreement 
with his colleagues representing the United 
States, France, Italy and Japan, that the 
police showed the greatest patience and could 
not have acted otherwise. No British 
casualties had been reported. The Chinese 
casualties in the attack on the police station 
on the 3ist of May were reported as 23, of 
which seven were fatal. 

Representations had been made by the 
Chinese Government, both to the Diplomatic 
Body and their. Governments, and His 
‘Majesty's Governmént were confident that the 
Chinese Government, who had despatched 
two high officials to Shanghai to investigate 
the facts, were anxious to cé-operate with 
other Governments to find a satisfactory and 

uitable solution to this deplorable affair. 

e Diplomatic Body at Pekin, on their side, 
had sent representatives to Shanghai to 
submit a report. 

Meanwhile, said Mr. McNeill, there were 
two observations he should like to make. In 
the first place, law and order must be restored 
in international settlements, and British 
officials on the spot, who were engaged in the 
task, would receive all the support of His 
Majesty's Government that might be neces- 


sary. 
In the second place, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment desired to express their sympathy with 
the Chinese people, and their deep regret that 
lives should have been lost as the result of 
this misguided agitation. The policy of His 
Majesty's Government towards China, whose 
traditions we admired, with whose national 
aspirations we were in sympathy, and with 
whom we were united by close and long- 
standing ties, was animated by the sin a 
concern that China might become peaceful 
and prosperous, We nised our obliga- 
tions to help her in this task, and we were 
looking forward to the approaching Tariff 
Conference to give us an opportunity to co- 
te with other Powers in doing so. His 
ajesty’s Government trusted that, in the 
meantime, nothing would be done to prejudice 
or postpone those hopes.

Mannix in ‘he past noticed that the years 
have left their marks on his spare figure, 
though he is only about. sixty. 

He has been markedly reserved in his 
public references to Ireland, but he is 
greatly distressed at the want of harmony 
and co-operation existing there. 

When asked if he meant to interfere in 
Irish political affairs, he shook his head, 
observing that he was a pilgrim, and that 
he belonged to Ireland rather than to any 
political party. ' 

He added that, where so many had 
failed, he was not likely to succeed in 
doing the one thing worth doing—the 
b.inging about oí a better understanding 
between all true Irishmen.—(Reuter.)

REPUBLICAN COLOURS TO BE 
RETAINED. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The Main Committee of the Reichstag to- 
day rejécted, by 14 votes to 12, the resolu- 
tion of the German National Party request- 
ing the Government to submit a ill in the 
Reichstag reintroducing the black, white and 
red as the national flag of Germany, in place of 
the present Republican flag, black, red and 
gold. The Committee adopted a motion 
of the German Nationals to give the President 
of the Reich the right to confer titles in so 
far as they are in accordance with the Re- 
publican Constitution, and also a motion to 
cancel the laws for the protection of the Re- 
public, and one to declare January 18th, the 
anniversary of the proclamation of. the Ger- 
man Empire in 1871, as a national holiday. 

These motions will be submitted to the 
Reichstag in the form of bills, and will, cf 
course, be bitterly ovposed by the Socialists 
and Democrats.—(Reuter.)

The question is diseussed by the Montreal 
Star, which says that much British opinion 
seems to think that Mr. Chamberlain has 
gone too far; “but if he has purchased 
the peace of Europe by a few lines of 
strong language, he has made a good 
bargain. In any case, Great Britain could 
not have regarded with indifference a 
German attack on the present French 
frontier. 

“To talk at this time about the future 
action of overseas Dominions is gratuitous 
nonsense.” It adds: “If the academic 
question were posed to-day there would 
be a disposition in Canada and most parts 
of the Empire to say only the direct 
necessity should draw us into another war.

Anyone who thinks 
otherwise forgets the South African War 
agreement; when Canadian opinion changed 
almost overnight, to say nothing of the last 
war.”

FEELING IN PARIS. 


From ‘‘ Tae Ties’ ConrtsPponpent. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The international atmosphere in Paris to- 
day is happier than it has been for a very 
long-time. It may, indeed, almost be said 
that for the first time since the Armistice the 
expression of entente cordiale has a real 
meaning. The news of the Franco-British 
agreement certainly -lent additional warmth 
to the reception to-day of M. Doumergue at 
the British Pavilion, of the Decorative Arts 
Exhibition, and of Lord Derby, at the 
luncheon given in his honour.

Moreover, th-re is an inevitable suspicion 
that Ministers who supplement their official 
salaries by this sort of extraneous employ- 
ment do run the risk of placing themselves 


that the risk is the greater if their emolu- 
ments are calculated on an unusual scale. 

e suspicion may be quite unjust. It is 
frankly impossible to assess precisely the 
relative importance to newspapers of an 
eminent contributor and to Ministers of addi- 
tional income. What is both possible, how- 
ever, and most urgently required is that 
Ministers should rid themselves, once for all, 
of the whole case for any speculation of the 
kind. If it were clearly laid down that they 
are debarred from paid journalism so long as 
they remain in office, then there would be an 
end both of the injustice and of the real scandal 
of the ban practice.

He had to 
resign, and was succeeded by Mr. Walter 
ae 5 When matters were explained, after 
much delay, in both Houses of Parliament, it 
became plain that the exceptional conditions 
of service conceded to MacDonnell would 
have to be withdrawn, and Mr. Loag’s 
language on this point was explicit. In the 
opinion of the Irish Unionists, he had in no 
way justified his exceptional powers. Their 
case was that he had not improved the 
administrative machincry of the country, and 
had. not expedited the working of land pur- 
chase; that he had weakened and dis 
heartened the Royal Irish Constabulary; and 
that he had encouraged the Nationalist 
movement by his clandestine support of the

A BEET SUGAR 


THE GOVERNMEN'’S 
PLANS.

4 te Government’s plans for the estab- 
i lishment. of the beet Sugar industry 
in the Free State were explained to Dail 
Eireann yesterday by Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
Minister for Finance. 

M. Lippens, a Belgian manufacturer 
will start a factory, and, on certain condi- 
tions, will receive from the State a subsidy 
of 23s. for every hundred-weight of sugar 
produced from beet grown in the countrv. 

The scheme wil] be costly— Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, Leader of the Labour Party, said 
that it would involve the payment of 
£441,000 during the first three years, and 
might cost £2,000,000 in ten years—but the 
Government believes that great benefits 
will flow from it. 

“ H will be an asset in the economic 
life of the country,” Mr. Blythe declared. 
“It will be. a new source of wealth. 
Thousands of acres will be brought under 
cultivation. Tillage will be stimulated, 
and the value of other crops will be in- 
creased and employment will be given at 
the slack periods of the year.’’ 

The Minister did not disguise the fact. 
however, that the scheme will not yield 
these results at once. He said that the 
farmers must be educated in the cultiva- 
tion of the beet crop, and that they must 
bercontent at first with a small margin of 
profit. When it had been proved that 
Labour was reasonable other factories 
might be started with a smaller subsidy. 

Skilled labour must be imported from 
Belgium for the factory, and an important 
factor in the success of the undertaking 
will be the cost of coal. Expenditure on 
coal, Mr. Blythe explained, represents 
about half the cost of manufacture in the 
case of sugar. 


AN EXPERIMENT. 


SUBSIDY ESSENTIAL TO 
SUCCESS. 
Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moving 
the second reading of the Beet Sugar (Subsidy) 


i Bail, said that the question of giving ei 


couragement to the beet sugar industry had 
been under consideration for a long period 
Careful consideration was necessary, because 
it became apparent to the Government immne- 
diately that the starting of the industry 
would be very costly. 

Whatever théy proposed to do now would 
be in a sense experimental. It might pos 
sihly turn out that the industry, through 
ciumatic or other reasons, would never take 
root without a subsidy. On the other hand 
there were indications that the country was 
suited to the cultivation of sugar beet. and 
that good crops could be obtained containing 
a high sugar content. But no firm would 
undertake to build a factory in the Free State. 
with the outlay and risk involved, without 
very substantial Government assistance 

BRITAIN'S EXAMPLE. 

Ia Great Britain very considerable assist- 
ance was given by the Government to the 
industry at the start. It would approximate 
nearly to the assistance which the Free State 
Government proposed to give. The benefit 
that would accrue to the country through 
a big beet sugar industry would be very great 
indeed. It would put many thousands of 
acres of land intg cultivation. Beet was a 
crop that demanded heavy manuring and goo! 
tillage, and the sesult would be to benefi! 
the farmers m the returns that they would 
get from subsidiary crops, and the fattening of 
stock and milk production. The industry, 
ncreover, would give employment to a co! 
siderable number of men im the slack seasons 
of the year. 

It was clear that the manufacture of beet 
sugar could not be carried on without a Go 
vernment subsidy. It would be a considerable 
period before the results necessary to make 
the industry a purely economic success could 
be achieved.. The farmers would have to he 
educated in the cultivation of the crop and 
he willing to do it for the lowest profit con 
sistent with the carrying on of their tillage 
operations. op 

On the manufacturing side the initial diff 
culties were considerable. They would be 
confronted with the necessity of bringigg i 
foreign workers in the beginning, and that 
wenld be a very expensive operation. They 
might also have to pay a higher price for ceal, 
which in the sugar industry was a very sub- 
stantial item. coal bill amounted to well 
over 50 per cent. of the cost of manufacture. 

A COMPARISON. 

Deputies would, realise that the subsidy 
which the Government would pay compared 
favourably with those paid in Great Britam. 


. They were to pay 23s. per cwt., while the 


subsidy in Great Britain was 15s Bd. The 
company that would. obtain the concession 
might hope to make a very substantial pront. 
A factory was being built which ultimately 
might be able to produce 15,000 tons of sugar 
per annum. } 

At the outset the Government appointed an 
Inter- Departmental Committee to examine the 
matter of starting the industry. The’ Com 
mittee interviewed anybody who had any sort 
of proposal to make, and it actually went to 
the Continent to interview people who were 
engaged in the industry, An offer was made 
by a Belgian gentleman, M. Lippens, with 
whom the Government pro sed to enter into 
an agreement as soon as the bill had passed. 
M. Lippens was a man of good standing and 
high reputation in the industry. 

: ONE AT A TIME. 

It might be asked why it was not proposed 
to start more than one factory and so create 
employment and’ give a fillip to tillage. The 
production of sugar on a scale to meet their 
requirements at a cost similar to that under 
the scheme would not be a business proponi- 
tion. ‘They were rather aiming at the educa- 
tion of the farmer and of people who might 
be able to venture their money in the in- 
dustry. 

He believed that progress would un- 
doubtedly be made in a year or two and 
that Irish farmers would a beet and 
regard it as a new and valuable asset to the 
country. When it was proved that labour ia 
Ireland would be as reasonable as labout 
in England, and not make the carrying on of

The Warden of St. Columba's College, 
Rathfarnham (the Rev. G. B. Armstrong), in 
making this statement at the annual distri- 
bution of prizes at the College yesterday, ex- 
plained the actual position, and gave. his 
opimions on it. 

From the new administration, he said, they 
had met with nothing but fair, and even 
considerate, treatment. The liberal policy of 
the Ministry to allow the schools to develop 
their individuality was marred by the regu- 
lation by which schools which do not teach 
Irish to a reasonable number of their pupils, 
may, after ‘the year 1928, cease to be recog- 
nised as efficient, and thereby be deprived of 
Government grants. It would be a cause of 
regret to be obliged to stand outside a 
national system of education. It ought be 
possible with good-will on both sides to reach 
a teasonable accommodation. They were quite 
willing to teach Irish to any boys whose 
parents desired them to learn it. If the re- 
vival of the language was successful, the de- 
mand would probably arise, but it certainly 
did not exist at present, as far as his ex- 
perience went. 

The Warden gave a favourable account of 
the present state of the school, saying that 
the year just closed had maintained, if not 
enhanced, the standard. of its predecessors. 
Old Columbans were making themselves felt 
in Trinity College, in its societies, its ath- 
letics and its honours hsts He retailed 
the more important successes and distinctions 
gained by former pupils. 

It was the intention, he announced, to 
establish “an agricultural department in the 
school, where the boys could obtain the tech- 
nical training necessary for farming at home 
or in the Colonies, while still continuing cer- 
tain general studies under the system and dis- 
cipline of the school. All that was required 
was a small number of boys to start. 

Senator the Earl of Wicklow, who presided 
and distributed the prizes, said that if they 
succeeded in carrying out the scheme for 
agricultural training, that would be a very 
i reat matter for the boys of the College.
